On  Temperance. 

Your  Committee  on  Temperance  bcp  Ictvo  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Intcmperuncc  in  the  use  of  intoxiciitinf^npirits  is  an  evil  of  loiij^  Rfnml- 
inp;.  'I'lie  increase  of  jj'ciirw  lias  not  wi'iikotuiliL'*  power  to  work  ini<piity. 
The  fttlvanconieiit  in  civiliy,alion,  nliicution  and  rvfininicnt  huve  Ludbullil- 
tlo  iittiuenco  to  banish  it  from  Ro^-icty. 

Of  tiie  nature,  e.vtcnt  nnd  eonsc'iuences  of  this  nin  it  is  not  our  purpose 
now  to  speak.  'I'lie  uf,'eiicies  and  instriiniontulities  to  be  employed  in  its  re- 
movul  will  constitute  the  main  inrpiiry  of  this  report.  On  this  point  j^ood 
and  wise  men  diflcr.  Some  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  church  is  the  only 
uppropriate  temperance  orj^anization,  and  the  (iospel  the  only  instrumental- 
ity to  be  employed  in  this  work.  They  affirm  that  human  instrumentalities 
huve  been  tried  arxl  utterly  failed  ;  and,  therefore,  should  be  abandoned. 

Olhers  maintain  that  in  addition  to  church  orf^anizations  and  faithful 
ministration  of  the  Uospel  from  the  pulpit,  it  is  legitimate  for  christians  to 
unite  with  those  outside  of  the  church,  who  feel  an  interest  to  fave  tliim- 
selves  and  otliers  from  the  evils  of  intemperance,  in  the  use  of  cerlnin  bunmn 
inilrumentalitiea,  such  ne  temperance  societies,  lectures,  circulation  of 
tracts,  etc. 

'I'he  latter  class  readily  admit  all  that  is  claimed  for  the  Gospel— that  it 
is  heaven's  appointed  means  for  the  cure  of  all  moral  evil,  nnd  for  the  sal- 
vulion  of  the  BonI ;  tlay  do  not  rccopnize  any  instrumentality  that  attempts 
to  displace  it.  Neither  is  it  denied  that,  in  Kome  instances,  too  nmch  reli- 
ance has  been  placid  upon  human  upencies  for  the  removal  of  intemperance. 
Yet  they  are  unable  to  sec  that  this  abuse  of  an  instrumentality  is  a  sufli- 
cieiit  reason  for  its  abandonment. 

()ft<;n  has  loo  much  reliance  \)een  ploced  upon  civil  government,  e<piita- 
ble  laws,  edu';ational  and  social  influence  to  devate  and  dignify  man.  Mu'-t 
we,  therefore,  abolish  government,  burn  our  statute  books,  demolish  our 
school  houses  and  colleges,  and  snndyr  the  tics  of  society  ? 

Fretpicntly  the  malignity  of  disease  is  aggravated  and  human  life  short- 
cne<]  by  too  much  reliance  being  placed  upon  the  physician's  skill  aud  medi- 
cal agents.     Must  they,  therefore,  be  aiscurde<l  altogether? 

Too  much  reliance  is  sometimes  placed  upon   an   educated  ministry,  a 
maguifjct  nt  bouse  of  worship,  o  numerous  and  wealthy  congrcgalion  (or  the 
advunci'ment  of  piety  and  pure  religion.     Then  must  we  discard  au  educa- 
ted ministry,  worship  in  groves,  and  despise  numbers  and  wealth  ? 
There  ia  do  principle  in  philosophy,  no  fact  in  bcience,  uo  acheiue  in  proc- 


(iciil  liTt;  wl\iclj  )ms  not  horn  relied  on  witli  too  mnch  coiifiJonco  by  its  pro- 
jectniH  or  friends. 

One  of  tlielieavv  el\ur^'.M  of  innii-lily  ii'^iiml  tlie  (JoRnel  is.  tliivt  it  lin« 
not  ncroin|)li-<liod  wli'it  it  i)iirpose<l— ''to  cave  im-n  from  tlieir  sins."  Scof- 
fers usk,  "  Wliero  is  tliul  litnnility.  i)iety  and  purity  of  life  which  tlio  (Jos- 
pel  pruposi;.'?  to  work  in  tiiose  prDfesMiiij  it  '!  " 

We  will  not  pursue  tliis  train  of  llioniilit  furlher.  Onr  olijcct  has  been 
to  show  that  a  want  of  oomplftc  siieecsc4  in  uny  enterpri/.c,  in  nny  ^\:i)[\ 
time,  is  no  proof  of  ft  failure  ;  nod  tiiat  liio  niisappiiealion  of  any  inslru- 
mentality  is  not  a  snflieient  reason  for  its  aliandonnient. 

Hence,  your  committee  maintain  tliat  the  reasons  ti«sif;ned  for  tlic  nbnn- 
donmt'nt  of  the  temperance  cause  arc  ultoj^'elher  Insufficient.  It  is  uflirmed 
that  this  cause  "lias  proved  an  utter  failure,"  On  the  contrary,  wo  take 
the  ground  that  it  has  not  bei'ii  a  failure,  but  a  means  nf  inealculalde  good  ; 
of  ble-isin^is  beyond  human  estimate.  Some  of  which  will  appear  Ity  cou- 
trasting  the  present  with  the  past. 

1  111  the  domestic  ar.d  social  eimli",  Tlie  number  of  fain'lies  that  now 
use  it  as  n  common  beverajje  and  in  acts  of  hospitality,  ciunimred  with  the 
iniinl)er  that  thus  used  it  '.U)  years  a_'M,  shuws  a  iiratilyinp  elianjri;.  .Voie, 
tiueh  families  arc  few  in  eiili;;liti'n  d  society.     'I/'rn.  the  exceiit ions  were  few. 

2.  Thirty  years  ago,  it  was  alinnst  a  universal  inipressi(ui  among  the  la- 
boring clashes  that  arilcut  s[)iiits  wciv  essential  in  tla;  nerlui  iname  of  fu- 
tigueing  labor.  Now  the  gn  atist  e\[)osuns  iiro  endiU'eil,  tin-  iiH'st  emiget- 
ic  and  futigueing  laski  arc  perform''d  Uy  tlio^e  who  abstain  from  such  sliiiv 
ulants. 

3.  'I'liero  ]\an  been  n  gratifying  change  in  the  ])ublie  ronslenee.  Thirty 
years  ago  mulliludes  of  the  people  were  enraged  almost  to  madness  at  tho.se 
who  represented  the  evils  of  the  maiinfuctiire,  sale  and  nsu  of  ardent  H|»irit8, 
us  u  beverage,  to  be  a  sin  against  Ood  and  good  morals.  Now  it  is  regard* 
cd  it)  this  light  almost  by  common  concent. 

4.  This  change  is  indicated  in  the  character  of  those  who  manufacture 
and  retail  ardent  spirits.  I'reviousto  the  temperance  movements,  men  of 
the  liighest  respectability  in  society,  church  mendxTs,  even  ministers  of  tin? 
Oospel,  made  and  sold  them.     Not  so  now. 

T).  There  is  also  a  pleasing  change  in  the  public  houses  and  places  of  mor- 
cliandize.  'I'hirty  years  ago  nil  there  places  kept  spirituous  Iiipiors,  eithiT 
for  sale  or  gift,  to  gratify  or  tempt  customers.  Many  do  now — and  a  great 
1/1(1)11/  do  not. 

6.  In  cases  of  mournful  afniction  it  was  regarded  ns  an  esstMitial  comforter. 
lU'fore  this  reformation,  rarely  did  a  death  and  u  luneral  occur  without  call- 
ing  in  the  aid  of  this  supposed  soluee,  Now  how  rarely  is  it  seen  on  such 
occu.sions. 

7.  Until  the  temperance  reform  Iiad  aroused  Ihc  ministry  to  ♦ake  correct 
views  of  this  sultject,  but  lew  ulistuined  from  this  common  beverage.  Now 
a  minister  cnnnot  maintain  u  common  nspectabilily  and  make  a  common 
use  of  ardent  spirits. 

b.  Then  its  usu  among  the  muinhorship  of  our  churches  was  almost 
uidversal.  Now  an  overwhelming  majority  discard  it.  Indeed,  u  mendier 
who  mukes  a  regular  use  of  it,  as  a  Inverage,  is  regarded  by  everybody, 
bo'h  in  the  church  and  out  of  it,  as  possessing  doiibtlul  claims  to  piety. 

9.  'I'lien,  instances  of  discipline,  in  the  churches,  for  into.xication 
occurred  only  ill  extreme  cases.  Now  drunkenness  is  u  reproach  which  no 
r(si»vclable  christian  can  endure.  Whatever  elevation  the  churches  Imvo 
attained  in  tiiis  rcspi'ct,  they  are  indebted,  in  no  small  degree,  to  the  ten>- 
|>erai)ce  cause,  which  many  of  them  for  sometime  opposed  us  an  infringe- 
ineiit  upoti  their  rights  niid  liberties. 

10.  lieforo  tlie  reformation  the  number  of  deaths  from  intemperance  wns 
C;!timated  at  3U,0U0  annually.     la  18.'>6,  ttio   nuoiber  of  deaths  from  this 
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cnu«c  WU8  but  30,000,  tliou{j;h  the  populution  hnd  more  tlian  doubled  cincc 
IHitO. 

This  comparison  inif,'bt  be  extended  nlniost  iiidifluilely  ;  yet  it  is  often  af- 
firmed llmt  the  temperunee  rclonn  is  an  "enlire  fuiluie."  'I'liis  isu  mibtukc. 
Tboiigli  it  litis  not  accomplished  all  that  its  friends  desired  and  Kou^rht. 
Its  present  orgunizations  are  few,  but  its  principles  live,  und  its  iiiHuenccs 
ore  now  deeply  impressed  upon  the  jieoidc. 

'I'liat  these  principles  and  iniliunees  are  losinR  their  hold  upon  the  public 
consiience  is  a  painful  fact.  The  caui-e  is  manifest.  'J'he  friends  of  tern- 
jM'raiKO  have  become  weary  in  well  doinp— have  censed  to  discuss  and  iigit- 
ute  the  t'ubjuct.  Any  cuuse  would  i elapse  under  Puch  circumstanci's.  \Vhat 
church  would  maintain  its  interest  ai:d  influence  under  a  suspension  of  itH 
meetings  for  years  ?  Can  we  expect  a  temperance  orf,'iinization  to  live  and 
lloiwish  under  circumstances  thut  would  jHTiyh  a  church  ? 

Your  committee  <lo  not  magnify  the  cause  of  lemiteranco  above  an  hum- 
ble iiistr.imentulity  to  lead  men  to  sobriety  and  to  (iod,  in  so  fur  as  ho  is 
jiIeaH'il  to  mnke  il  such  a  bles^inp.  On  the  other  hand,  they  desire  to  rescue 
It  from  that  oblivion  to  which  some  seem  inclined  to  consign  it ;  and  per- 
fluad.' the  friends  of  Immunity  to  still  make  use  of  it;  with  humble  rcliuuce 
on  Christ,  as  a  nicans  udmiralily  suited  lo  the  end  it  ))ur)ioses. 

They  close  this  report  with  the  following  recotinncndutions  : 

1,  That  our  niin'.sUTs  spr:d{  often,  pliiinly  and  fully  upon  the  enormoi's 
evils  of  intempernnee.  Let  ti.»  opporiunily  ("-cape  to  impress  the  people 
of  their  charge  )vith  the  dangers  of  sin.  Alake  brief  and  pungent  ullusiouB 
to  it  in  every  discourse  that  wdl  admit,  to  summon  all  the  resources  of  the 
CJospel  to  this  important  worK. 

2.  'i'hat  our  churches  take  an  elevated  stand  upon  this  important  sulyect. 
'J'hat  they  become  temperance  biMJies  indeed— let  their  light  shine.  They 
never  can  be  emphatically  "the  light  of  the  world"  and  "the  ."<alt  of  the  earth" 
while  their  members  make,  sell  or  use  into.Niealing  drinks  as  u  bevvruge. 

'6.  That  wc  encourage  associations,  public  meetings,  lectures,  etc.,  for  the 
promotion  of  temperance.  Men  are  constituted  for  society.  When  they 
have  great  eiiterj)ri.ses  to  accomplish  they  undertade  it.  Not  single  hati(l- 
ed,  but  by  combinatioc.  We  see  this  social  j)rineii)Ie  of  nature  illustrated 
every  day.  Masons,  Odd  Fellows.  Educational,  Agricultural,  Mechanic  and 
Commercial  Associations  act  upon  it.  K  it  is  allowable  for  Chrittians  to 
associate  with  men  of  the  world  in  these  several  relulions  for  tiic  n»oro  ef- 
fectual acconiplishmeiit  of  u  desired  object,  may  they  not  unite  with  them 
lor  the  purpose  of  arresting  the  dreadful  curse  of  intemperance?  "  I^t  us 
do  good  uuto  oil  men  ne  we  liave  opportunity  " — using  all  possible  means  to 
persuade  ull  men  everywhere  to  "live  soberly,  and  righteously,  und  godly  ia 
this  present  world."

possiMe  means  for  the  exptuision  and  improvement  of  their  moral  and  Intel- 
loctual  natures,  lielif^ion  is  in  a  very  delective  condition  when.  throu<:;h 
doctriiial  dillerencis,  sectarian  and  sictional  strifo,  it  interjK)scs  obstacles  to 
),'cnetal  education.  'I'he  duty  of  education  connects  itself  ul.so  with  the  jire.s- 
ervatii'ii  and  ])os.sil)ility  of  n  sound,  liberal  and  harmonious  Christianity. — 
Ignorance  and  corruption  of  licart  foster  unl>elicf  and  superstition,  which 
last  liy  their  reactions  enlarjje  themselves  to  the  injury  and  destruction  of 
pure  religion.  •'  Men  are  ready  to  believe  every  tiling  when  they  believe 
nolhiiii; — they  open  the  caves  of  sorcery  when  they  shut  the  temples  of  the 
liOrd.  T!ie  desperation  of  unbcliel  surrenders  the  troubled  conscience  a 
)»roy  to  SHipcrstiUon,  and  the  irrationality  of  sujicrstition  renders  religioo 
.suapc'  ted  by  the  thoughtful  mind.  Jlence,  too,  spring  up  in  rich  abundance, 
))igotry,  Pharisaic  pride,  indillerence  to  truth  and  the  tbou.^and  distracting 
•heresits  wliich  consume  and  rend  (iod's  heritage,  threatening  the  very  ex- 
tinction of  gcMlliness  and  spiritual  life. 

liut  it  is  lor  the  training  of  a  pious  and  able  ministry  that  the  churches 
must  devote  themselves  to  the  work  of  eclucation.  "Like  priest,  like  peo- 
ple," lias  passi'd  into  a  proverb.  The  ttate  of  the  pulpit  among  ony  people 
ii  no  )>ad  criterion  of  the  state  of  the  people.  Once  U  was  the  only  nieuns 
of  inijiarting  instruction  to  thcp«'ople;  and  though  it  may  havclost  some  of 
ita  moulding  and  controlling  influence  over  the  minds  of  men  which  it  divide* 
with  the  press;  yet  it  can  never  be  superseded.  Men,  in  general,  are  more 
influenccii  by  what  they  hear  tlian  w  hat  they  read.  "  It  has  pleased  God  by 
the  foolishness  of  praehing  to  .sure  them  that  believe."  It  ia  heaven's  in- 
Mnitneutality  to  operate  upon  the  minds  and  Iharts  of  men  : —

Your  eoimnittie  have  lieen  pleased  to  learn,  from  the  re|)ort 
of  ttic  Trustee.**  of  Howard  College,  that  its  last  .'session  opened  with  so  largo 
an  increase  ot  students  ;  that  never  lielbre  were  its  ])rospects  brighter  of  re- 
alizing all  that  its  l)enfvoIent  founders  cuiiti  mplnted.  Noble-hearted  Chris- 
tian  men,  such  as  Hro..I.  U.  IJrown.  are  liberal  in  their  proflers  to  sustnin 
the  Institution,  and  are  volunteering  to  supfiort  as  many  l)en(  ficiaries  as 
choose  to  uceejit  u  collegiate  training.

REPORT 

Of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Uuicard  College. 

The  return  of  another  anniversary  renders  it  the  duty  and  pleasure  of  your 
Board,  to  present  to  the  Convention  n  statement  of  their  ojK'rutions  for  the 
year;  and  of  tlic  general  condition  and  prospects  of  the  important  trust 
committed  to  their  hands.  The  growing  importance  of  your  educational 
interest,  and  the  increasing  responsibility  which  it  imposes  on  your  Board, 
make  it  peculiarly  appropriate  that  its  claims  upon  your  cordial  sympathy, 
and  the  enlarged  liberality  of  the  denomination,  be  strongly  urged. 

From  the  very  incipiency  of  your  effort  in  the  cause  of  Collegiate  and 
Theological  education,  it  has  been  apparent  that  God,  in  his  provideoce.has 
©{jened  the  way,  and  furnished  the  motives  of  your  enterprise.  In  many 
sections  of  the  State,  and  without  the  opportunity  of  an  interchange  of 
opinions,  the  conviction  had  wrought  itself  into  the  minds  of  many  of  our 
wisest  men— our  fathers  and  brothers — that  the  movement  was  of  the  high- 
est importance  to  the  cauue  of  trut'u  as  committed  to  the  deoomiDatioa.— 
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With  tho  indication  of  Puovidknck  for  your  guide,  nml  tlie  voice  of  the  de- 
noniiimlioii  urRing  you  forwiird,  you  ventnrid  upon  the  great  work  of 
louDiliiif;  a  College'  of  the  hifi;he.st  grade.  It  was  a  bold  step,  whicli  nothing 
but  tiio  clearest  indications  of  duty,  and  tlie  most  urgent  nowssiiy  c(  uld  jus- 
tify. It  was  committing  to  the  Baptists  of  Alabamii,  pul)licly  and  jKrina- 
nenlly,  to  a  great  work  wliich  involved  large  annnul  expenditures  of  money; 
and  which  could  be  conducted  to  a  successful  issue  oidy  by  years  of  paiient 
and  well-directed  exertion. 

You  had  not  tho  experience  of  otliers,  engaged  in  similar  cntorpriscp,  to 
guide  you  lus  in  tieurly  all  tlie  grand  benevolent  enterprises  growing  out  of 
modern  missions;  tho  baptists  have  been  honored  by  being  the  originators 
and  k'nders  in  them,  So  in  Alabama;  they  had  to  be  the  pioneers  and  lead- 
ers in  the  work  of  denominational  education.  Without  means,  and  without 
experience,  you  were  com[)eilc<l  to  as-^ume  this  soh'um  responsibility.  Thus, 
you  were  shut  up  to  faith  in  (iod,  and  conlidence  in  the  pledged  support  of 
the  l)rethren;  and  the  re\sults  of  your  labors  have  justiliwl  your  trust 
amlconlidenee.  You  have  now  in  your  treasury,  iu  notes  and  pledges, 
about  i?r2.'"iU(iU  of  endowment  fund. 

Thus,  you  have  made  a  good  beginning.  The  foundation  is  well  laid;  but 
if  you  ever  attain  the  end  to  which  (Jod  in  his  providence  ijas  s(j  clearly  di- 
rected you.  you  have  yit  a  great  work  to  accom[)!isli.  A  siii»erstrueturc 
corresponding  to  tho  foundation  must  be  reared.  It  is  true,  that  with  J?);")!)- 
OUO  of  endowment  fund,  the  College  may  be  regarded  as  establislied.  Ifut 
no  sum  less  than  620(ll),000  should  bethought  of  nssuflielent  for  the  endow- 
ment and  eflective  working  of  such  an  Institution  of  learning  as  the  inter- 
ests of  our  Zion  manifestly  demands.  Cod  and  our  country,  the  spirit  of. 
tho  age,  and  the  wants  of  a  dying  world,  hold  you  responsible  for  the  oc- 
coniplinhment  of  such  a  work. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  the  Kev.  Z.  C.  Henderson,  a  graduate 
of  the  College,  waseleetcHl  to  the  ollice  of  Financial  laecretary.  With  a 
heart  deei)ly  interested  in  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  in  all  that  concerns  his 
Ahna  Mater,  he  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  ollice,  ]{y  his  untiring  en- 
ergy and  perseverance,  lie  has  secured  to  the  endowment  fund,  in  notes  and 
pledges,  about  ijr-lS,()UO.  At  the  suggestion  of  Bro.  Henderson,  Jno,  C. 
Foster,  a  graduate  of  the  Scientific  Department  of  the  College,  was  ap- 
pointed assistant  Financial  Secretary.  Uecnterfdupon  Ids  work  wilh  the 
most  llatteriiig  prospects  of  success.  In  a  very  few  days  of  active  labor,  he 
obtained  notes  and  pledges  amounting  to  more  than  igi'iOOU.  Since  tho 
commencement  of  the  moneytary  embarrassmenis  which  have  so  suddenly 
come  upon  the  'lountry,  brethren  Henderson  and  Foster  have  done  but  little. 
In  fact,  they  unite  in  advising  the  Board  to  withdraw  all  Hgcnts  from  the 
field.  The  present  linancial  condition  ot  the  College  is  as  follows  : 
Theological  fund— principal  and  interest  ♦  -  §20,001

Even  the  above  named  amount,  collected,  and  so  iuvestcxl  as  to  enable  the 
Board  to  control  the  interest  annually,  would  sustain  the  College  at  its  pres- 
ent position.  So  thoroughly  convinced  arc  your  Board  of  the  necessity  of 
collecting  that  portion  of  the  fund  which  is  now  due,  that  they  have  ap- 
pointed Bro.  Pascal,  of  Clinton,  Crecu  Co.,  Treasurer;  and  they  propose 
to  commit  to  him  this  delicate,  but  important  work.  He  has  not  yet  signi- 
fied, oflicially,  his  intention  to  assume  tbo  duties  of  the  office.  It  is  uudcr- 
Btood,  however,  thdt  he  will  do  bo. 

It  was  of  great  importance  to  tho  prosperity  of  the  Institution  that  sev- 
eral thousand  dollars  should  be  secured  and  winely  expended  io  the  purchase 
of  a  library.  But  from  the  time  of  the  fire  of  ib54,  up  to  the  date  of  your 
•  Session  in  April,  1857,  no  efficient  measurca  had  been  taken  to  supply  this 
acknowledged  want.  In  the  special  direction  nccesiarily  given  to  the  finan- 
cial cflorta  of  the  Board,  they  decerned  it  inexpedient  to  luake  the  attempt.

J  )urinf,' the  lust  session  of  tlin  Convention 
held  in  .Miirion,  Col.  Kdmuiid  Kinp.of  .Monlevnilo,  who  Imd  before  f:ivcn 
repented  uiid  siibstiineiiil  evidences  of  liis  ileep  interest  in  the  College,  rnude 
the  j^emrons  donation  of  i?."»00  to  purelmso  a  lil)rary,  provided  the  nnioiint 
of  if.")0(»()  could  l>e  neciired  by  the  lltii  of  April,  lb.'>H.  'I'he  Hev.  WmS. 
Uivrton,  II  decided  and  uncomproMiisin?  Iriend  of  the  cause  ol  ediieution, 
inimediiitely  interested  himself  in  the  nmiter,  and  assured  yonr  Hoard  of  hi<i 
rrilliegnesi  to  become  their  aj:ent  for  this  si)ceinl  object,  llo  Ims,  up  to  thin 
time,  prosecuted  his  work  with  p:renti'ner<,'y  and  industry.  The  brethrco 
bave  generously  responded  to  the  call  muiie  upon  thrm,  and  Hro.  IJarlon  haii 
now,  in  notes  and  pled;,'es,  ul)0ut  ten  thousand  dollars  Fccurid  lor  the  pureiiupc 
of  a  library.  One  hull  of  this  amount  will  be  e.xjH'nded  for  immediate  use. 
With  the  other  halt,  a  fur.d  will  be  created,  the  interest  of  wliich  will  be 
ajnnially  expended  in  the  purchase  of  valuable  works  for  practical  ust'. 

No  material  additions  have  been  made  to  the  njiparatus.  The  ]:idies  of 
Marion  have  i)laced  about  iJil.')!)  at  the  disposal  ol  the  Hoard,  for  the  pur- 
cha.sc  of  a  ('abinet  of  Minerals.  Thus,  by  the  frift,  first,  of  a 'I'e!eseof)C, 
and  now  by  the  gift  of  a  suite  of  niineruls,  the  ladies  of  Marion  have  iden- 
titled  themselves  with  the  history  of  Howard  College. 

The  whole  numb'T  of  students  in  attendance  during  the  year  emling  July 
1st,  IHf)?,  was  seventy  three.  The  present  session  luus  oju-ned  with  pros- 
pects fur  more  encouraging.  Si.xty-nine  student*  liavc  already  registered 
their  names,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  tliis  number  will  lie  consider- 
ably increased.  Your  IJoard  can  truly  say  that  the  iiiternul  state  of  tl>c 
College,  in  regard  to  the  character  of  the  instruction  given,  the  vigor  with 
which  the  studies  ore  j)rosecuted,  nnd  the  licalthfiil  state  of  moral  and  reli- 
gious fei'ling  generally  prevailing  omong  the  students,  afford  nl'undant  cause 
of  gratitude  to  Uod,  and  encourugeineiit  for  incruase<l  exertions  for  it.s  pros- 
perity. In  this  connection  your  Hoard  would  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  Convention  to  the  condition  of  the  College  buildings.  It  is  of  vital 
importance  to  the  interests  of  the  College,  that  the  Rccond  dormimry  build- 
ing should  be  completed.  The  funds  for  this  purpose,  in  the  hands  of  your 
Itoard,  are  exhausted,  and  they  would  rcsi)ccti'ully,  but  earnestly,  inlreat  the 
assistance  ona  advice  of  the  Convenliou  us  to  the  manner  in  which  they 
shall  proceul, 

Tlie  only  Bubjccl  of  regret  to  your  Board  in  the  review  of  the  past  colle- 
giate year,  is  tlie  smallness  of  the  number  of  those  who  have  entered  the 
College  to  study  with  reference  to  the  goflpel  ministry.  During  the  ,ses.sion 
which  c'oscd  July  Ist,  Ib.'i",  only  Bcven  registered  their  names u.s  Theologic- 
al students.  At  uo  pvri;d  have  your  Hoard  felt  more  deeply  the  importance 
of  tills  branch  of  their  word, and  they  would,  in  the  spirit  ol  Christ, 
entreat  the  Convention  to  join  with  them  in  prayer  to  the  Master  of  the 
vineyard,  that  he  would  send  forth  more  laborera  into  his  vineyard 
They  would  respectfully  urge  upon  the  churches  and  individuals,  the  obliga- 
tion resting  upon  them  to  seek  out  the  gifts  of  the  churches,  and  in  the 
snirit  of  enlarged  liberality,  furnish  the  means  of  their  education.  Uro.  J. 
11.  Hrown  of  Sumter  Co.,  hospletlged  himself  to  make  generous  provisions 
Jbr  the  support  of  six  or  more  young  men  in  studying  for  the  ministry.  If 
(Jod  will  bless  him  in  carrying  out  his  purpofc  of  love  to  a  lost  and  perish- 
ing race,  it  will  hardly  be  possible  lo  over-estimate  the  results  of  his  bene- 
faclioDS.  May  we  not  hope  that  others  will  imitate  his  example,  ond  tbol 
our  young  brethren  in  the  church  who  have  a  mind  for  the  work,  will  avail 
themselves  of  the  privileges  thus  aSorded  ?

REPORT 

Of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  t/ie  Judson  Female  Institute. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Judson  Institute  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  to 
the  Convention  the  continued  and  incrca.ging  prosperity  of  tho  Institution.un- 
der  their  charge,  i  he  present  session  has  oi)cned  with  a  larger  number 
or  pupils  than  any  precoding-214  having  entered  ot  tho  present  date.  Of 
this  number,  1.32  arc  boarding  in  the  Institute. 

The  former  Steward  having  resigned,  tho  Principal  has  been  prevailed 
upon  to  move  into  the  institute  and  assume  the  supervision  of  this  depart- 
ment also.  Uro.  Hornbuckle  has  had  charge  of  the  boarding  department 
lor  many  years,  and  has  conducted  it  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Trus- 
tees and  patrons  of  the  school.  They  regret,  therefore,  tho  necessity  of 
parting  with  so  valuable  an  ofTicer.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  the  inter- 
ests of  the  institute  will  bo  promoted  by  tho  new  arrangement,  as  it  secures 
to  tills  branch  of  tho  establishment,  the  personal  attention  of  the  Principal 
and  his  lady,  and  all  the  faculty,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  board  in  tho 

The  new  building  is  furnished,  and  adds  very  much  to  the  convcnicDce  and 
accommodations  of  the  Instituto-  It  has  been  comfortably  and  neatly  fur- 
nished by  tho  Principal. 

Tho  health  of  the  pupils  is  good,  and  the  prospects  of  the  present  session 
•re  m  all  respcgta  very  encouraging,

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Domestic  missions. 

Tlint  it  i8  the  first  duty  of  a  cliristinn  people  to  furninh  tlioir  own  country 
with  the  prciicliinj(  of  the  Uo8[H>I.  ciir.not,  forn  inonii-iit,  l)c  (luCHtiomd. — 
The  hiw8  of  nature,  the  proniptinps  of  Imniiinity,  tlio  love  of  our  own  IoimI, 
all  concur  with  the  teachings  of  revujution  in  enforcing  tliis  iinportnut 
principle.  'I'hc  desire  nnd  prayer  of  every  cliild  of  (Jod  in,  Ihut  "  Inrael  may 
DC  saved."  lu  the  lecopnition  of  thi.'i  priiici[iIo  originated  the  Domcsiic 
Mission  Board  of  the  Bonthrrn  Baptist  Convention.  The  field  of  lubor 
now  occupied  by  one  hundred  and  ten  Missionarie."^,  the  slave  holding  Statcfi 
and  Territories,  und  Culifornin,  nnd  the  Indian  Territories,  is  the  most  beau- 
tiful, fertile  and  prosperous  country  in  the  world.  Commercially  and  polit- 
ically its  influence  is  felt  everywhere.  Upon  the  productions  of  the  South, 
millions  of  all  classes  of  society  depend  for  employment  uni'  support.  The 
intcn^ta  of  the  commercial  world  are  controlleu  by  the  influence  of  our  l>o- 
love<l  country.  Such  bt>ing  the  position  it  occupies,  its  moral  luid  religious 
cultivation  demands  the  serious  und  prayerful  consideration  of  every  Chris- 
tian. 

Id  attempting  this  work  during  the  past  year,  the  Hoard  report  that  their 
missionaries  "have  supplied  more  than  three  hundred  churches  and  stations 
with  a  preached  gospel,  delivered  over  8000  discourses,  made  more  than 
8500  visits  to  families  for  religious  instruction  and  prayer,  liild  3000  mect- 
ings  for  prayer  and  other  devotional  services,  been  instrumental  in  the  con- 
version of  some  2000  souls,  of  whom  1325  have  been  baptized  and  400  add- 
ed by  letter  and  restoration."  They  report  an  aggregate  of  some  9000 
members,  133  Sabbath  schools,  3C00  pupils,  475  teachers,  141  converta 
among  pupils  and  teachers,  the  organization  of  20  churches,  the  ordinotioa 
of  28  ministers  and  32  deacons,  the  completion  of  25  church  cdiGcca,  and 
the  commencement  of  19  others. 

The  above  facts  speak  for  themselves,  and  exhibit  tho  vast  nmouot  of 
good  accomplished  in  a  single  year  by  this  instrumentality.  With  such 
encouragement  to  the  pro-iwcution  of  this  glorious  work,  it  is  painful  to 
Icara  of  the  present  embarrQs.sment  of  tho  Board.  During  the  past  fiscal 
year,  the  receipt?  from  Alabama  alone  fell  short  of  the  previous  year  S2,915. 
This  is  truly  humiliating,  in  as  much  as  at  the  time  the  report  was  made  tho 
country  was  in  a  higlily  prosperous  condition.  Alabama  now  stands  third 
upon  tho  list  of  contributors  to  the  Domestic  Board — Georgia  having  con- 
tributed more  to  Domestic  Missions  alone,  than  our  own  State  has  done  (ot 
both  Domestic  and  Indian  purpo8e8.  Of  the  cause  of  this,  we  are  not  fully 
advised  ;  but  suppose  that  it  must  be  attributed  to  the  absence  of  agents  in 
Alabama.  Our  churches  and  pastors  are  not  yet  prepared  to  do  the  work 
themselves.    The  agency  system  must  bo  continued,  or  the  work  will  ceaso. 

Your  Committee  would  urge  upon  the  churches  of  our  State  the  neccssi- 
tv  of  more  carneat  prayer  in  behalf  of  Domestic  and  Indian  Missions,  If 
the  monthly  concert  was  more  generally  obterved— if  pastors  and  people  its 
niembercd  the  cause  of  Missions  more  frequently  at  a  throne  of  grace— tlw 
result  would  be  an  increased  liberality,  and  a  greater  consecration  of  self 
to  tbe  work  of  our  Redeemer.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Foreign  Missionary  Kntcrpriso  demands  our  highest  consideration 
from  the  command  of  our  Lord  to  "  go  into  all  tl)c  world,  and  preach  tlie 
ffOHiwl  to  every  creature."  Ita  un'veraal  success  is  promised  from  the  same 
iiigh  authority. 

We  purpose  to  regard  it,  at  this  time,  os  an  object  of  the  highest  consid- 
eration; from  its  tendency  to  elevate  the  great  family  of  man,  and  to  stimu- 
iato  him  in  every  ns(/ul  line  of  progres,<<. 

About  one  half  of  the  people  of  the  world  arc  Pagans.  All  history 
teaches  us  that  no  people  can  rise  above  the  character  ascribed  to  their 
GoJs.  Hence  the  idolatrous  world,  presents  us  a  people,  slow  in  progress, 
low  in  character,  debased  in  morals,  where  vice  is  luxuriant,  where  virtue 
is  dwarfish  and  sickly,  where  the  efforts  at  improvement  are  the  convulsive 
throes  of  a  galvftni«e<l  corpse,  Boon  sinking  into  silence  and  death.  The 
ijhristikti  religion  comes  to  these  hundreds  of  millions  with  the  declaration, 
that  th<;  idols  shall  be  utterly  dcstroyetJ.  It  presents  to  them  the  Supreme 
lluler  of  the  Universe  as  the  only  Ood,  as  the  Father  of  all,  and  the  human 
family  as  one  great  JJrotherhood.  All  excellency  concentrates  in  him;  he 
borrows  splendor  from  the  creation,  and  authority  from  his  power  and  good- 
ness. The  elevated  condition  of  Europe  shows  the  tonsef(uencc  of  a  true 
religion  ;  the  volcanic  hcavings  of  China  now  sctiling  into  despotism,-  are 
the  natural  oooscqiienccs  of  Paganism. 

Constitutional  liberty  is  known  in  Christian  countries  only.  Where  tol- 
eration prevails,  and  the  Bible  is  read,  the  human  mind  acts  freely,  improves 
rapidly,  and  invents  wonderfully,  as  exhibited  in  the  reformation  of  the  six- 
teenth century,  as  displayed  iu  the  IJritish  Empire,  as  develojwd,  most  per- 
fectly, in  these  United  Siates. 

How  strongly  Foreign  iMissions  recommend  themselves  to  the  female  part 
of  our  s^K'cies.  Wherever  the  Christian  religion  has  triumphed,  it  has 
struck  down  polygamy,  has  redeemed  thesex  from  servitude  and  confinement, 
has  elevated  them  to  places  of  freedom  and  companionship.  It  has  dolled 
our  Christian  countries  v.'ith  schools  and  academK-s  for  the  development  of 
the  female  mind ;  hence  many  of  our  books  which  adorn  our  Iibraric-fl,amu3c 
our  leisure  hours,  or  teach  us  sober  wisdom,  are  from  their  pens.  Our  Fa- 
ther land,  under  I'rotestant  rule,  gives  us  a  female  who  adoros  the  highest 
earthly  station,  with  the  ornaments  and  virtues  of  her  sex. 

The  Missionary  effort  recommends  itself  to  the  most  enlightoned  political 
economist.  Wo  have  derived  much  of  cur  knowledge  of  Asia  and  Africa 
from  our  Missionaries.  New  channels  of  trade  have  been  pointed  out  in 
the  immense  empire  of  China.  The  resources  of  Birmah  have  been  shown 
by  our  own  Judson.  Missionaries  have  directed  the  ivory  of  Africa  to  the 
coast,  have  followed  the  rivers  whose  golden  sands  declare  the  existence  of 
immense  treasures  in  the  interior.  They  have  recently  exploreti  the  valley 
of  the  AmaKou,  have  satisfied  us  that  the  immense  empire  which  embraces 
this  stream  and  its  tributaries,  with  an  enterprising  Christian  population, 
would  pour  out  of  its  fertile  aoil,  productions  which  would  control  the  mark- 
ets of  this  world. 

The  Foreign  Missionary  enterprise  had  already  paid  back  to  the  world 
more  treasure  than  all  it  has  spent  Its  promises  in  knowledge,  in  discove- 
ry, in  multiplying  objects  of  commerce,  and  in  opening  channels  of  trode, 
will  probably  remnnerate  the  world  a  hundred  fold  for  all  it  may  cost. 

All  those  who  wish  the  progress  of  the  woild,  who  wish  to  bco  valleys 
cultivated,  fields  Bmiling  with  plenty,  mines  opened,  commerce  spreading  her 
canvass,  and  the  streams  of  wealth  widening  and  deepening,  should  engage 
in  this  enterprise. 
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Yet,  this  view  of  the  Riihject  is  o.xtromoly  limitrd,  in  compariHon  with  ilic 
morul  and  rdigious  coDsotiuunccs  accruing  to  the  hcutlicn  from  the  hicsfling 
of  rhristinnity.  .    ,      ,  ,  .    , 

Those  wlio  wish  to  sec  polypaniy  uboIiKliod  nntl  miirriiipcroRiilatctl  nccor- 
(linir  lo  the  word  of  Uod,  those  wlio  wi«li  to  bcc  tlie  idolH  cuHt  to  the  inolo« 
and  bats,  the  temple  of  Uo<l  erected  in  every  land,  tho  fiimily  of  Adam  one 
great  fomily,  those  who  wish  to  see  tlie  wolf  lie  down  witU  the  l-jmb,  the 
fcopnrd  with  the  kid,  nil  those  who  hope  to  heiir  the  prainea  of  Jehovah 
harmoniously  rise  throughout  tho  whole  world,  arc  cullitl  npon  by  all  tbo 
motives  of  benevolence,  by  all  tho  high  conwHpie'ices  attache*!  to  this  cnte^ 
priso,  by  the  value  ond  destiny  of  the  immortal  mind,  by  tho  Publimil^ 
which  eternity  throws  over  this  magnitkcnt  enterprise,  to  put  lorlh  their 
■trength  in  eprcadiug  thogosiKl  omong  tho  heathen.

Report  on  Periodicals. 

Year  Committee  on  Periodicals  bog  leave  to  report — 
It  is  hardly  p()ssil)Ic  to  over-estimate  the  importance  of  rcriodical  Litera- 
ture. It  is,  jKM'hiips,  the  most  powerful  instrument  for  good  or  evil  which 
God,  in  his  providence,  has  placed  in  the  hands  of  men.  Having  learned 
the  immcn«e  and  ubi(|uitoiis  influence  of  the  press,  it  has  btcome  a  prime 
object  with  the  frienils  and  enemies  of  truth,  to  establish  newspapers  on 
strotig  and  broad  foundations  fur  the  dis.seminatiou  of  their  peculiar  views 
and  sentiments.  Thus,  i  ewspapcrs  have,  and  are  now,  exercising  an  untold 
moral  and  intellectual  iiidueiicc  over  the  mind  of  our  country  nnd  the  world. 
Religious  periodicals  may,  therefore,  be  regarded  os  one  of  the  denomina- 
tional necessities  of  the  age.  We,  as  IJiiptists.  cannot  dispense  with  them 
without  periling  those  truths  which  we  hold  as  a  sacred  trust  from  the  Head 
of  the  Church.  The  inllucnces  by  which  wc  arc  surroundid,  render  it  im- 
pofsiblc  for  us  to  succeeed  in  retaining  our  hold  on  the  shrewd,  (|uicl<,witte<I, 
Dvsincsstruined  intellcrt  of  the  nge,  without  a  wise  adaptation  of  means  to 
this  end  ;  and  one  of  tho  most  potent  in  the  chain  of  instrumentalities  to  be 
employed,  is  our  I'eriodical  Litemture. 

The  above  are  some  of  the  grounds  upon  which  we  urge  the  claims  of 
the  South  Western  Baptist.  IJntin  addition  to  this.  it»  Kditors  have  raadti 
many  and  great  sacrifices  in  sustaining  and  conducting  it.  They  have  not 
allowed  their  columns  to  be  blurred  and  blotted  with  the  bitter  personal 
communications  which  have  disgraced  the  colums  ol  some  of  our  denomina- 
tional organs.  We  have  our  enemies  and  the  enemies  of  truth  to  contend 
with,  and  it  is  a  thronging  host,  standing  thick  all  around  us,  watching  for 
every  weak  point  in  order  that  they  may  attack  as.  How  must  they  exult 
when  they  see  our  brethren'lurning  their  wcopons  against  each  other  ? — 
From  this  reproach,  we,  in  Alabamo,  arc  free,  through  tho  morarcourago 
and  faithfulness  of  our  Editors  ;  and  we  owe  tbem  oar  best  thanks  and  high- 
est commendation.  It  becomes  us  to  do  all  io  our  power  to  sastain  a  paper 
which  has  done  so  nauch  to  honor  the  cause  in  which  it  ia  engaged.  And 
when  we  say  this,  it  is  DOtbiagmore  than  an  utterance  of  the  instinct  of 
aelf  preservation. 

It  is  impossible  todisguiscand  doubly  foolish,  to  dippate  the  fact  that  wc 
haTa  not  sustained  our  denominational  enterprises  in  tne  spirit  of  enlarged 
liberality  which  their  importance  demands.    Unless  we,  aa  Baptiata,  aroote 
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oursolvca  from  tliiafital  lethargy,  and  do  our  duty  in  the  different  depart- 
ments of  our  denomiimtional  lal)or,  we  must  lose  our  position,  and  wo  ahall 
soon  find  that  tho  active,  cultivated,  controling  minds  ol  the  country  will 
have  glided  forever  from  under  our  inilucnce.  Let  ua  not  sink  under  theso 
evils  without  earnestly  coritending  against  them. 

May  we  not,  therefore,  in  this  view  of  tho  case,  urge  upon  the  Bantigta 
of  Alabama  tho  necessity  of  maintaining  on  a  respectable  footing,  their  de- 
nominational organ  ?  And  when  wo  urge  its  clainiHto  8ueh  an  ample  and 
liberal  support,  wo  would  not  bo  understood  as  speaking  in  a  maicstorial  or 
aulhoritativo  tone.  Wc  do  not  assume  to  ourselves  the  prerogative  of  dic- 
tating to  tho  Uaptists  of  Alabama  their  duty  to  their  denoniinationnl  [)nper. 
Wo  speak  of  its  elainis  on  the  groiiml  of  its  imjjortanee,  and  have  learned 
our  language  from  the  lips  of  the  denomination,  at  whose  bidding  tho  Kdit- 
crs  of  the  paper  have  been  toiling  in  their  perplexing  and  laborious  ofhcc. 

Under  the  circumstances  in  which  they  have  been  placed,  the  Kditors  of 
our  paper  have  accomplished  a  nol)le  work  ;  but  wo  wish  them  to  do  better. 
We  desire  to  have  our  pai)or  placed  above  thecommoD  level  of  the  best  pe- 
rioilicals  of  the  land,  We  wish  to  sec  it  in  a  position  in  which  it  can  com- 
mand respect  and  patronage.  To  give  it  this  potiition,  to  place  ii  beyond 
the  danger  of  pecuniary  embarrassment,  and  above  tho  point  of  unfavora- 
ble comparison,  it  ought  to  have  in  Alabama  alone,  from  seven  to  ten  thou- 
sand fiiibscribers.  'J'hus  we  can  place  in  the  hands  of  our  brethren,  the  Kd- 
itors of  our  i)aper,  the  means  of  doing  well  the  great  work  which  has  de- 
volved upon  them  in  defence  of  the  truth.  It  is  quito  within  tho  compass 
of  our  ability  to  do  this,  and  it  can  be  done  without  disturbing,  iu  the  least, 
any  other  of  our  great  enterprises  of  Christian  benevolence.  'I'he  object  is 
Worthy  of  our  united  co-operation,  and  strougly  commends  itecif  to  our 
■  beat  judgment  and  warmest  sympathies. 

We  invite  your  j\ttention  to  the  claims  of  the  Home  ond  Foreign  Jour- 
nal. At  an  expense  of  25  cents  per  annum,  every  Baptist  family  in  the 
State  can  obtain  all  needed  information  is  relation  to  our  Home  and  For- 
eign Missions,  and  Bible  operations. 

We  call  attention  also  to  the  CommiBsioD,  a  paper  published  by  the  For- 
eign Board  at  Richmond. 

Wo  warmly  and  heartily  recommend  each  of  tho  above  periodicala  to  tho 
favor  and  jpatronago  of  every  Baptist  iu  Alabama.

Report  of  the  Oonimlttee  on  the  Southern  Baptist  Pabllca- 
tlon  Society. 

It  may  be  considcrotl  doubtful,  nt  Icnst  in  tliis  dny  of  renily  fucilitv  for 
bookmakiiij?,  which  htis  tho  incwt  to  do  in  moiddin^r  our  chiiractors,  the  hooka 
we  raid,  or  the  discourHCs  wo  hear.  It  is  ccrtiiiii,  that  both  nro  (iod'8  npentR, 
ihrouf^h  which  he  brings  to  bcur  tlie  n\nrul  and  Bpiritual  clcnicrits  of  truth 
upon  our  rctipon  nnd  conscience,  nnd  should  not  be  Rcpiiralixl.  The  truth  at 
It  ta  in  JesiL-i,  wiicthcrread  or  heard,  may,  under  tiie  operation  of  tho  Holy 
Spirit,  be  made  alike  cnicacioua,  both  in  the  conversion  ot  ?innora  and  in- 
struction and  cdiflciition  of  .^aintfl.  He  can  and  docs  panctify  cacL  accor- 
dinp  to  his  own  election.  Wo  may  nafely  usaumo,  a.s  a  peiicral  principle, 
that  in  whichever  ciiannel  they  have  tiH>  freer  access  to  the  iicnrt  and  con- 
sconce,  we  may  look  for  the  greater  result  of  good.  The  disposing  provi- 
dence of  Uo<l,  which  assigns  to  us  our  positions  nnd  conditions,  ond  controls 
tlicir  circumstances,  will,  if  prayerfully  lookt.'d  into,  best  determine  vhen  wc 
are  to  look  to  tho  one,  or  the  ather,  as  his  then  chosen  aprnt  (if  blcs'^ing. — 
Let  it  always  be  bvirne  in  mit)d,  however,  that  public  attendance  on  the 
preached  word  must  not  be  dispensed,  without  the  unmistakable  providence 
of  (jod  releases  us.  Uut  to  attend  to  the  duty  as.-iigned  us,  we  would  direct 
your  investigation,  very  briefly,  to  the  consideration  of  u  few  fuctp,  which 
will  certainly  be  (level(ip(.>d  by  onr  I'ublication  Society,  tn  itt  coimcction 
iL'itli  the  SotUhcm  linptrit  and  their  denornimitional  dcstnii/, ' 

Firs>,  it  will  greatly  enlarge  our  mental  strength,  ond  increase  il<?  copnci- 
ty  for  good.  For  we  cannot  have  intercourHc  with  the  great  minds,  wlio.se 
wisdom  shines  through  every  page  of  its  published  work.s  wc  look  upon, 
without  receiving  more  or  lessa  expansion  of  intellect.  This  i.s  ns  certain, 
if  not  more  so,  o.s  that  we  will  improve  by  intelligent  and  wise  companionship. 

Second,  it  will  increase  our  inonil  and  apiritunl  ])ouers,\)o\.h  to  receive  nnd 
appreciate  and  enjoy  IJod's  blessings,  as  well  us  to  inuiart  his  grace  loothcrH. 
'I  his  contact  of  sanetilled  souls  cannot  be  kept  up  without  such  results. — 
Through  this  channel  we  not  o'lily  receive  strength  und  Kjiiritual  energy,  oa 
our  spirits  commune  with  those  of  living  authors,  shed. ling  npon  ns  the  fra- 
grance of  healthful  piety  from  some  spiritual  Nebo,  but  wc  may  receive  tho 
mantle  of  these  Elijahs  as  their  souls  go  up  in  a  chariot  of  fire,  kindled  by  ' 
the  love  of  Jesus,  shining  into  perfect  day.  And  then,  like  os  the  mounting 
np  of  the  morning  sun  into  midday  glory  and  brighiness,  octH  increasingly 
on  our  earth,  and  sends  deeper  into  it  fertilizing  properties,  so  do  the  spirit- 
itunl  infiuencei*  of  our  pious  dead  authors,  oa  progressive  glory  raises  them 
into  higher  attitudes  of  bliss,  act  more  powerfully  upon  us,  and  difTiise  more 
of  their  nature  into  ours,  or  at  least  wo  are  somehow  more  benefitted  by  the 
writings  of  good  men  alter  God  takes  them  from  us.  Not  to  go  further, 
back,  arc  wc  not  more  cbceri'd  by  the  rapturous  songs  of  Watts  than  by 
those  who  now  live  to  swell  the  melody  of  their  own  ?  Do  not  tho  old  au- 
thors of  16th  and  ITth  ceoturios  moke  a  deeper  and  holier  impression  upon 
US  than  any  who  now  live  ?  John  Uunyan  while  living  did  not  compare 
then  with  what  his  Christian  Pilgrim  now  is  with  us.  This,  for  ought  wc 
know,  may  bo  accounted  for  in  heavenly  scenes,  not  taught  on  earth.  We 
know  that  it  is  not  that  the  creature  has  outgrown  the  Creator.  We  will, 
therefore,  believe  it  is  progressive,  and  receive  the  benefit  of  the  fact,  and 
let  God  solve  the  mystery.    The  same  is  true  of  othcra. 

From  the  above,  and  other  views  which  will  recur  to  the  reflecting  mind, 
a  third  fact,  which  is.  "  Tht  infiutnu  it  will  exert  upon  tKe  Baptist  Pulpit 
in  the  South."  It  would  be  warring  against  Bible  truth  to  ascribe  to  any 
mao,  liooe  the  day  of  direct  ioBpiratioD,  greater  moral  and  spiritoal  power 
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in  tlio  palpit,  tlinn  to  nny  other  called  of  God,  only  as  ho  has  received  more 
of  the  Krucoof  (Jod  through  hia  own  appointed  aj^enta  of  communicutioD. 
Knch  godly  minister  will  acknowlcd|,'o  "  U  is  bif  the  gra'.cof  God  I  am  what 
I  am."  This  grace  of  God  is  not  only  implanted  in  regeneration,  but  ig 
increased  and  rendered  moroelTicicnt  by  tlio  Holy  Spirit,  throuj^h  God's 
word  and  knowledge  of  its  spirit,  principles,  doctrines  and  ordinunccs,  by 

diligent  study  of  it,  ond  tho  public  and  private  preaching  of  tho  gospel. 

Also  by  books  written  by  the  pious,  imparting  their  knowledge  of  it.  The 
true  history  of  the  Divine  operation,  in  accordance  with  the  spiritunl  ad- 
ministration of  J e.su3  Christ,  and  tho /«^</im«/c  results  exhibited  in  christian 
life,  embracing  experience  and  action,  cnt«ir  into  ministerial  grace  of  God  sis 

thoy  obtain  knowledge  of  these  from   bociks  and  christian  intercourse. 

And  while  no  new  truth  springs  up  hero,  many  unknown  results  of  its 
operation  will  be  roceivc<l.  Thus  wc  get  knowlixige  of  truth  from  these 
sources,  which  God  in  no  other  way  devilops.  IVe  know  them  to  be 
the  practical  working  of  God's  great  revealed  system  of  truth  by 
comparison.  From  these  sources,  the  successful  ministry  have  drawn 
liberally,  and  God's  spirit  has  ever  owned  and  sanctified  them  for 
good,  as  thcso  are  but  the  seeds  from  the  ripe  fruit  of  his  own  trees  or 
plants  of  righteousness.  While  wo  have  alwuvs  seen  success  from  this  quar- 
t*.'r,  how  often  do  wc  sec  failure  from  othort  which  we  are  slow  to  lenrn  are 
not  more  nroniisiiig.  We  do  not  say  the  less  spiritual  ngences  iiitimat<>d 
may  not  all  be  sanctified  and  place<l  under  (ho  other,  ond  become  highly 
subservient  in  many  branches  of  ministerial  labor.  But,  ut  last,  it  must  be 
acknowledged  that  as  the  ministry  increase  in  the  heavenly  knowledg;;  and 
partake  of  the  self  ■sacrificing  spirit,  mxd-lovtna  and  God-liwormg  character 
and  high-toned  npiritimlitii  of  our  old  holij  authors,  and  live  with  and  folhxo 
them  m  thei/^nllou'cd  Christ,  viWlilwy  gain  power  for  good,  under  God's 
word  and  spirit,  over  the  churches  of  his  saints,  ond  through  them  as  his 
agencies  in  spreading  salvation  io  a  wicked  world.  Shoidd  an  error,  howev- 
er,  be  Jallen  into  hij  the  Socicli/  in  the  character  of  it.f  *ruDi,irATiON,  the  or- 
rosiTK  of  these  pleasing  facts  will  be  developed.  Should  it  exorcise  faith- 
fully all  its  heavenly  functions,  a  oi.okiouh  v-utuuk  awaits  oin  ministry  and 
rmnioiiKs.  JJut  on  the  other  hand,  aoain,  should  this  high  trust  be  prosti- 
tuted to  sKfTARiAN  bigotry,  rNHAN(rriKiKi)  denominational  ombition,  or  to  a 
TiirsT  in  abstract  truth,  and  rhetorical  conformities,  then  will  the  true  glory 
nKPAi'.T  from  our  spiritual  Israel.  It  should  be  written  over  the  door  of  its 
committee  room,  "  No  communion  iikuk  wrru  any  itooK  not  iiavtized  into 
THK  SPIRIT  ok  Jksus  Christ,  Or  which  Baai.am  ljkk,  woui.ncinsK  any  who 
bear  his  name  and  RECKivK  iiiK  m.EssiNo.  But  this  use  of  the  good  books, 
and  union  of  cfTorts  with  other  evangelical  denominations  in  the  salvation 
OF  soui.s  and  ciiri.stian  proorkss  in  the  world,  should  not  be  so  constructed 
as  to  cause  tiikm  to  judoe,  we  pass  lightly  over  their  errors.  In  this,  we 
should  let  TiiEM  SEE  that  wo  "  Prove  au.  things,  and  noi.D  fart  that  which 
IS  good."  'J'hat  wc  WILL  set  up  IJiHi.KTRCTii  AQAiNHT  their  errors.  This 
has  been  well  done  by  authors  wliosc  workn  the  Society  hos  published. — 
These  books  were  written  by  handr^DOt  upraised  tostrikedown  our  christian 
allies  ;  but  to  direct  them  from  their  misguidctJ  views  ond  "  teach  them  the 
way  of  the  I^ord  more  perfectly."  Not  for  individual  triumph  in  the  mere 
warrior  spirit  which  too  often  marks  the  character  of  controversy  ;  but  to 
gain  cc'oqucst  fob  truth — to  establish  orkat  i'RiNcirLF.8  which,  when  tri- 
umphant, WILL  MAKK  PKACK  In  the  Kingdom  of  Christ,  and  finally  gain  do- 
minioi  over  sectarian  divisions  i(»  the  inkluknck  of  thkir  own  power. — 
Othkr  champions  seek  to  win  laurels  for  themselves ;  these  well  sclcoted 
ones,  however,  seek  their  glory  in  their  jealousy  for  the  King's  laws,  and 
tho  purity  of  bis  institutions,  and  unity  of  his  subjects.  Your  committee 
contend  this  wide  range  selection  of  evangelical  writings,  and  their  _cau- 
Uoos  selection  of  controversal  works,  is  right.     For  that  christian  division 
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which  concentrates  \n  its  chnrrhcfl,  ministry,  and  circnluting  authors,  most 
of  the  BAViKO  Ki,KMENT8  of  Hiblo  cliristiunity,  and  pives  thorn  kukkst  and 
wiDBST  ROOM  fof  opcffttion  in  a  ix^hol  world, will,  in  despite  of  the  elements  of 
error  and  it3  kindred  resistance,  finally  briticr  together,  in  onk  kiei.d,  the 
scatteriHl  flocks  of  the  Cireat  bhephcrd  and  Hinhopof  souls.  The  onk  preat 
object  of  our  Savior's  mia>ion  to  earth  •was,  to  skkk  and  to  «avk  that  which 
was  LOflT.  This  is  a  fuithfnl  Bnving,  that  Christ  Jesus  pamk  into  tub 
WORLD  TO  8AVK  HiNNF.ns.  And  tliftt,  Ict  it  bc  rc«neml)ercd,  is  yet  the  work 
of  his  spirit ;  and  gospel  churches  only  grow  as  the  "  Lord  daily  adds  to 

them  THE  SAVRD." 

After  the  free  indulgence  of  the  above  reflections,  yonr  committee  would 
cordially  recommeDd  to  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  the  Alabama  Bap-

'I'rne,  tliey  have  never,  nt  uny  lime,  iiad  at  tlieir  di.  pwMi)  luiiJa  nec- 
essary to  piocure  ii  stoclt  HnlVieioiitly  liirpo  to  meet  the  (h-nmiid^  niaili'  upon 
it ;  und  thJH  in  tiic  cnne  espeeiully  ttttliin  time.  'I'ho  crisin  in  ilic  iind.st  of 
Mhkh  the  mijiietary  ufliiirs  of  the  niercuiitilo  interests  of  the  world  i.^  involv-

Your  JJoard  hope  to  be  able  to  report  at  your  next  session,  that  tlio  entire 
amount  of  its  capital  liPS  been  subscribed  ;  and  in  conncctiun  witii  this  they 
would  add,  that  it  will  bo  necessary  to  collect  the  liist  en-'talhnent  on 
amounts  already  subscribed  as  soon  aspotsSiblc.
